Charles Cooper, one of the victims, 
gives tlio following detiiila of the stage 
robbery noar Helena: ' 'Wu had just hitd 
dinner, and it souined na thtiugh wo wero 
scarcely out of sight of tho B'.ution wlien 
the coach suddouly stopped. Myself and 
Charles E. Dudley were on tho inside. 
Th« right aide curtain was down, and a 
moment after the stoppage ot the oonoh 
it was pulled aside and a man shoved a 
ail ahootor inside and said; 'Now then, 
you fellows got out hero, lively.' Wo did 
not appreciate tho situation at onco, and 
the order was repeated in a tone that 
caused us to realize that it was no joke, 
an^ we got out. We were then ordered 
to throw up our hands and march up in 
front of the horses, and told to look down 
tho road and not to move. One of tho 
robbers hold "ix-BKonfcor in oaoii L..u<J, 
one on us three passengers standing in 
front of the huraoa and tho otliur on the 
driver.

Tho queKtiou of tho a ration of food 
i& iilwaya an interestiug oiio, iuiismueh as it 
is to'a'oertain extent n test of tho progress 
;Of .,the indnatrial arts and tho advauca of 
} ? our oommon civilization. Wero tho science 
f adolteratiou only given free rein, there 
is little doubt that it would develop tho 
, higheat phase of human ingenuity, and tho 
' atodes of 'manufaotnred oraficial eggs and 
' teefsteaks which now astonish ua would 
sink into uttor insignificance before tho 
.still more woudorful reahty. Between bad 
preparation and adulteration our food has a 
hard time of it, and our stonmohs a still 
Larder one, though in this Dominion it is 
somewhat disappointing to tiud that th(! 
adulteration of food doos not sonni to havu 
advanced as n science witli the alacrity 
which might havi! boon anticipated. The 
report ou the adulteration of food, supple- 
ment No. 3, to the department of inland 
revenue for 1883, gives some very interest- 
ing information on this subject in the dif- 
ferent provinces, with eshauatlve tabular 
statementa. Of these dc jowever, a 
very Bnmmary abstract ( .ly be given. 
In uie first place for the wuole Dominion 
there wero 1,213 samples of various kinds 
of food analyzed. Out of these 911 were 
genuine, 302 .idultoratcd and 30 doubtful. 
About twenty-four per cent, tht'reforo were 
adulterated. 

Soventj'-nino saniplos of brcadstulls, 
broadbiscuit flour, buldng powder, etc., were 
analyzed. Two samples of baking powder 
wore found ailultorated witli Hour; in tliu 
other articles there \\as no adulteration. 

Of butter 103 samples were ansdyzed and 
49 reported adulterated, tho largest percent- 
, age being reported from Montreal. 

Of 89 aamplea of canned fruit and vege- 
tables, only 7 had traces of tin and iron. 
Of 32 aamples of cocoa and chocolate only 
two were adulterated. 

CofVoo — 95 analyzed, 12 adulterated, 3 
doubtful. 

Condiments — 131 analyzed, BG adulterat- 
ed; 900 tons of spice and condiments arc 
imported annually into Canada, two-thirds 
of which are ground in the Canada spico 
mills. A considerable j.'Ortion of pepi)er, 
ginger, mustard, etc., after going through 
tho mill comes out peas or Hour. As wo are 
likely to deal considerably with Canada in 
these artielca, it would be well to boar thii: 
fact in mind. 

Droga — 98 analyzed, 12 adulterated and 
3 doubtful. This is pretty fair. 

Milk— 157 analyzed, 29 adulterated, 11 
doubtful. Water the chief defect. 

Potted meats and lish — 51 analyzed, 8 
adulterated. Creditable. 

Pork and sausages — lU samples micro- 
scopically examined and found free from 
trichina. 

Sugar pure. 

Tea — 74 samples analyzed, 2C adulterated, 
3 doubtful. Percentage of adulteration ou 
the increase. 

Vinegar — 37 analyzed, G adulterated and 
1 doubtful. 

Whiakey — ^26 analyzed, 8 diluted with 
water. 

Portyrine — Twoaamplea of port wine and 
one of sherry wero analyzed. The shon-y 
alone had been trifled with. 

In regard to Montreal butter the analj'sis 
shows that the mixture of other fats does 
not often occur, water in excess, adultera- 

- ■ ^ — ^— — — iJ, •»«AAaa...nf..AiUininA 
and bad butter, seem to be oommon com- 
plaints. 

Coffee seoniB to be most adulterated with 
chicory, peameal and roasted corn, also 
starch, and bread. 

Ginger is adultcrat<'d with wheat flour, 
tumoiic, and popper Hbro and mineral dust. 

Mustard is mostly adulterated with wheat 
flour, other cereals and tumeric. 

Tea la oonsiderably adulterated with 
foreign leaves and faced with gypsum and 
Prussian blue, gum/esin is also occasionally 
added, 

Vinegar seems to be very little adulterated. 
"Whiskeys are both considerably diluted and 
adulterated, Canadian rye being compara- 
tively untampered with. 

Tho conclusion arrived at by the depart- 
ment is that there is a large amount of adul- 
teratiou in low priced articles, but there is 
not so much injurious adulteration as might 
be aupposed. The moat unsafe adultera- 
tions are those of drugs, milk and liquors. 

• THE AimOLB SIGNED "Q." 

The article by Mr. Gladstone in tlie 
current number of the Fortnightly He- 
view is simply signed "G." The Times 
published a leading article attributing it 
to Mr. Gladstone. The Pall Mall Gazette 
declared that tho Times has committed an 
astonishing and deplorable blunder. The 
Sun's special aaya Mr. Gladstone in tlie 
Fortnightly RovieW; under the tliin dia- 
guisQ of the signature "G.," denounces 
JtSiamarck as devoid of all moral principle 
and calls on Englishmen to stand by the 
alliance with France. Tho Tribune's letter 
says: A remarkable article in tlie Fort- 
nightly Review confidently and publicly 
attributed to Mr. Gladstono, onco more 
indicates his belief in tlie neccaaity ot 
making every sacrifice to obtain the good 
will of France, ominously coupling Russia 
with France as the only other European 
power whose friendship is really important 
to England. This is aupposed to mean 
that concession to Russia in Central Asia 
"nd Constantinople are to keep pace with 
'^esaiona to France on the Nile. Tho 
'ah correspondent of tho Toronto 
says that this policy is doomed to 
, for the siinplij reason that the 
people will not stand it. Mr. 
GliW8ton8^'*'^'"'^''°'* that tho practical 
control o^BP^P^*'^ policies ia vested in 
Germany contrasts singularly with tho 
argument th^' England does not consider 
Germany i.'' the conduct of foreign policy, 
nor will his description of Germany as 
tlie arbiter of Europe atone for his offon- 
aive description of Prince Bismarck as 
playing^bn English honesty in order to 
make Epgland a catspaw. 

i TRB DYNAMITE EXOITEMENT 
■ "■ IN ENGLAND. 

Tho latest dynamito outrage haao.xoitod 
i-agein England. The first few explosions 
caused alarm. This last affair has caused 
a feeling of hot indignation to take the 
place of alarm. A correspondent says that 
the public are becoming hourly more rost- 
Uaa and agitated over tho apparent incom- 
petency of the police, and tho wildest 
' aohomcs of reprisals against Irisli agitators 
are mooted. The appointment of local 
vigilance oommittoea on the American 
weatern plan is seriously diaousaed in some 
hitherto very conservative quarters. Extra 
guards have boon placed around the re- 
sidence of Mr. Gladstone. Sir William 
Vernon Harcourt, homo secretary, has 
...been made particularly anxious by tho 
' eventa. Ho openly avows liia belief that 
theaathoira of the outragea calculated up- 
on killing certain members of tho govern 
ment. The London journals apeaks gen- 
inWy with moderation, but one or two 



make ominous threats of reprisal, and the 
porBous most alarmed in London and the 
moat relieved at the compardtivo failure 
of the outrages are tho Irish inhabitants, 
whose lives and property are made inse- 
cure by theao attempts. The political ef- 
fect of these events is intenaiGed by the 
fact that the general election ia apparent- 
ly verj- near, and an election taking place 
soon after one of these outrages would ho 
fought by the conservatives on the anti- 
Iriah cry, and would bring probably an 
anti-Iriah party of auoh ^immense propor- 
tions into the house of commons' as to 
mnko oven tho Parnellito party of seventy- 
five men aa powerless as Mr. I'arnoH's 
followers wero made for a period after the 
PhaniixPark murders. 



A PROPER APPRECIATION. 

Tho Pall Mall Gazette has a proper ap- 
priiciation of Mr. Ulaiiio and his policy. 
It believes that in tho event of his elec- 
tion Groat Britain will have trouble with 
the United States. Blaino is an ardent 
believer in tho Munroo Doctrine, v.diich 
does not tolerate the presence of a foreign 
power on American aoil. He may tone 
down somewhat of tor election; but that is 
extremely doubtful. 

iS'aiiuiiuo Nuisances. 

Nanaimo, June 9th, 1881. 

To THE Editou. — Sometime since a 
paragraph appeared in your paper in which 
it was stated that tho publication of a coin- 
numication from a citizen of Nanaimo 
concerning the nuisances tolerated at that 
place was declined on account of ita length 
adding that the mere mention of such an 
"intolerable nuisance" as the keeping of 
piga beneath one of the principal hotels 
ought to bo sufficient to cause ita abate- 
ment. Tho sanitary and municipal en- 
viruimionts which alllict this place can- 
not bo diag {nosed) nor fully comprehend- 
ed at the distance Victoria is from us. The 
pig pen and slaughter pen odors which per- 
meate the atmosphere of this place owing 
to the principle of difl'usion applicable to 
all gases, probably, do not remain euf- 
ficiontly concentrated to sensibly affect the 
olfactory nerves at a greater distance than 
Chomainus, even when driven ia that di- 
rection by a strong north wind, and to un- 
deratuiid tho municipal relation to the 
sanitary condition of tho town it should 
be known that a man who was last year a 
member of tho city council maintained at 
that time, and still maintains, a very filthy 
pigsty in a portion of tho townaice 
whicli is designated by the high sounding 
title of Victoria Orescent. Furthermore, 
a man who ia at preaent oneof the city 
fathers recently had several wheelbarrow 
loads of refuse from liis place r.if businesa 
dumned directly on one of tho moat fre- 
quented thoroughfares of the town. The 
pigsty nuisance and others of a similar 
character in their relation to tho body po- 
litic here has' become like unto a cancer- 
ous ulcer on the physical body, too deeply 
seated to yield to lotions and poultices, and 
lying too near vital parts to admit of the 
use of the scalpel. Therefore tho only 
initial treatment available which may in- 
duce a healing condition is a liberal use 
of caustic applications. 

In conclusion I would direct your at- 
tention to the presentment of the grand 
jury for the court of assize now in session 
here. As your paper is tho one of moat 
considerable general circulation published 
in tho province I would suggest tho pro- 
priety of publishing in it some of tho most 
pertinent extracts from tho proseiitnieiit 
so tltat immigrants and others who may 
.aontemDlata.cpmino h^ra t.. rtci-i.. ...a,, 
not come in ignorance of what thoy will 
have to encounter, and so that those whoso 
businciis may require them to visit this 
place may provide themselves with a g lod 
supply of disinfectants and audi other 
health precautions as the extraordinary na- 
ture of tho situation demands during the 
time they may be compelled to remain 
here. Family Man.

Cliiitcse Luliorers. 

Wasiiinoton, .luno 9. — Tho Treasury 
Department is informed that in some in- 
stances certificates, as provided by section 
•4 of tho Act of May Gth, have boon 
granted Chinese laborers at points other 
iliau of exit of laborers from the United 
States, and such certificates havo been 
given Chinese merchants under this prac- 
tice. Duplicate cerlificatej may sometimes 
bo granted — one at the first port and one 
at the port of exit — and one at least of 
tlieao has been fraudulent and used to ob- 
tain adini.sfjion in the United States of 
Chinese laborers not entitled to the privi- 
lege. Cuatoma oflicera, tlicrofore, have 
been instructed to confine the issue of 
such documoiits to Chinese laborers who 
depart direutly for foreign ports, and to 
restrain from issuing the same to laborers 
who intend going to China, or any other 
foreign land, by somo other part of tho 
United States, or to Chinamen who are 
not laborers.

The babe began to cry, why 1 know 
no probably bi^causo he could not un- 
derstand It. But Aunt Betsy did not 
cry, and her face was glorious with a 
strange white light, and hor eyes seem 
ed to be looking far away, and led the 
babe into the dark mysterious room, 
and she opened tho blind.s and let the 
afternoon's sun come pourini; in, and 
while his rays made bright the upturn- 
ed faces of the dead Aunt Betsy knelt 
by her sons and prayed; and the babe 
knelt, too, and clasped his little hands 
and looked wonderfully upon the dead 
boys and their mother; and then Aunt 
Betsy took her Bible in her lap and 
read aloud; but all t he time she did not 
weep; and then she went out into tho 
little kitchen, which by that time was 
full of fishermen's wives, who had 
come to console. 

jMen stripped and 
and laid them out for 
and shed no tears. 
Aunt Betsy took tin 
to bed, and when she throught he was 
asleep she crept out, and kneeling there, 
she sobbed and prayed all the night, 
but next morn she was up and atjout 
her duties and her dead wer.' taken 
out and laitl in the little church yai-d 
upon the hill. 

And the years rolled on; the little 
cottage gradually was covered with 
climbing roses and the ocean air drifted 
in the little window at morn, freighted 
with perfume, and the babe grew to 
sturdy boyhood and Aunt Betsy nuulc 
much of him, for he was all she hail. 
There were no cottages near Aunt 
Betsy's, and the boy lived solitary and 
made paper boats and paddled his 
brown feet in the water and made 
houses from tho wot sand and patted 
down over his feet, which, withilrawn 
left minature caves, and as ho drew 
apace ho took to swimming and boat- 
ing, and would evon row his boat down 
the Paraet River to the ocean. This 
river had a tradition of Indians in the 
early wars of the Puritans. It opened 
into the sea on a dangerous part of the 
coast, and one night there came a 
stately ship and struck the shifting 
sand.s, and the next morning the sea

brought her Bible, but the man turn- 
ed his blood-shot eyes upon bor and 
Bercely bade her take it away. And 
then Aunt Betsy stole silently out of 
the room and shut the door, and left 
him with his dead. 

And all that night ho held tho dead 
girl in his arm.s and moaned, and no 
one dare to go near him until the doc- 
tor came in and said the man was mad; 
that the terrible ordeal he had passed 
shattered his intellect, and that day he 
died, too, and again ther^ wasa fune- 
ral from Aunt Betsy's cottage, and new 
graves made in tho churchyard upon 
tho hill. 

And to that funeral came strangora 
from the city, well dressed and with 
soft, white hands and clear, cold faces 
with the unmistakable culture of 
wealth and learning. But thoy said 
naught of God, but thoy said that the 
dead man had been a great traveler, 
had braved battle and plague, and was 
deeply learned, and they wondered 
why he had broken down, he with his 
splendid physique, raro philosophy, and 
glittering intellect; but Aunt Betsy 
said it was because ho had no God, no
